When the war in 
the East broke out Prussia repelled the ad- 
Vances of France and England and thus al- 
lowed Austria to take the place in the Eu- 
ropean concert which of right belonged to 
herself, All this was contrary to the views of 
Prince Wilhelm, as it was also contrary to 
those of the man who was to be his principal 
2 in causing those views to triumph 
later on. But liberalism was then too strong in 
Prussia to be resisted, although the hour was 
near at hand when the Crown Prince would 
have itin his power to check its progress. 

CROWNED KING OF PRUSSIA. 

In 1857, Just thirty years ago, the fiftieth an- 
niversary of his entrance into the army was 
duly celebrated, but long as had been his 
connection with the service he did not become 
its Commander-in-(hief until five months 
later. Then the mental condition of Frederick 
William IV. forced Wilhelm to accept the 
Regency, and three years afterward he 
was King of Pryssia. Those three years 
were the turning point in the military 
ree, of Germany. Almost on the day 
when he became Regent Prince William called 
to his side a staff of skilled soldiers to aid him 
in creating the most perfect military organiza- 
tion that perhaps the world has ever known. 
Manteuffel was made head of the military Cab- 
inet, van Roon was summoned to Berlin, and 
von Moltke, he who resigned from the Danish 
Army, was placed atthe head of the general 
staff. He still occupies his position, and 16 
the sole survivor of the three great men who 
were then Wilhelm’s principal collaborators, 

For a while the Prince Revent followed 
closely the policy of the King whose place he 
had taken, seeming to consider himself as a 
mere depository of power, who micht at any 
moment be called on to restore it to the man 
who had been compelled by accidental cir- 
cumstances to lay it temporarily down. He, 
however, soon grew tired of this, and com- 
menced toshowa determination to use the 
royal right he held in all its plenitude. At this 
juncture war broke out between Italy 
and Austria, and France drew her sword in 
favor of the former nation. Prussia was 

inced in a dangerous dilemma. If she al- 
owed Austria to be crushed by France the 
chances were that she, too, would eventually 
share the same fate, and if Austria triumphed 
then that nation would obtain an infiu-

The 8 which the 
Prussian King and his Prime Minister were 
pursuing was so much in aceordance with 
national aspirations that the Reichstag not 
only did everything that was askedof it, but

he King, however, Bismack refused te be 
hurried. They were paring for the absorp- 
tion of Germany intoa single homogeneous 
whole, but they knew very well that there still 
existed an obstacie to that unity which must 
be got rid of. That obstacle was France, and it

was necessary to force her to act just as soon 
as it was sure no other nation would interfere 
in the struggle. Bismarck began by propos- 
ing an alliance with Austria, which was de- 
clined; in Italy he was more successful. Then 
he brought about diplomatic incidents calcu- 
lated to irritate France. The candidacy of 
Prince Hohenzollern for the Spanish throne 
was the final one that left Napoleon III. no 
alternative but to declare war or face a revo- 
lution. 

The result of the war of 1870-71 is too well 
known for it to be necessary to-dwell on it 
now. Suffice itto say thatforthe third time 
Wilhelm entered Paris as a conquerer; and 
when he re-entered Berlin atthe head of the 
army on the 16th of June, 1871, it was no longer 
as King of Prussia, but as Emperor of United 
Germany. That was the last campaign in 
which the man who has now been eighty years 
a soldier took part. Since then he has 
been devoting himself to the perfection 
of the military force of his Empire. The 
most trifling detail of its armament, or of a 
uniform, is as interesting to him as are the 
general maneuvers in autumn or the mobill- 
zation of an army corps. He was always fond 
of company inspection and other minor gar- 
rison duties, but old age forced him two years 
ako to giveupthis favorite occupation. To- 
day the German soldiers are the finest in ex- 
istence, and when the venerable monarch 
dies hecan say, as did Frederick the Great, 
»The world does not rest more securely on 
the shoulders of Atias than does Prussia on 
its army.’’

The scenes in Berlin to-day 
are quite different from those of twelve 
months ago. The crowds are not cheering 
their ruler, but they gather in the streets and 
anxiously inquire for the latest news from the 
sick-chamber. The bulletins from the palace 
indicate that death is at hand, and probably 
within the next forty-eight hours its icy fin- 
gers will have closed the aged sovereign’s 
eyes forever. 

Born the 22d of March, 1797, Frederick Will- 
lam Louis von Hohenzollern was from his 
cradle destined to become a soldier, and when 

old enough he din 

gently applied 

himself to learn 

the military pro- 

fession, and, by 

his solicitude for 

the interests of the 

Prussian army, to 

merit the honor of 

commanding those 

who had bought 

commissions with 

their blood. Never 

during the whole 

ot his long career 

has his tenacity of 

purpose been 

found wanting in 

anything that 

touched the army; 

in such matters he has always shown himself 
inflexible, while in all other things he has, 
when necessary, been ready to yield to 
the force of circumstances.

As long 
us the war remained confined to 
Italy then Prussia remained quiet; but the 
moment the successful French armies ap- 
proached the Alps she threatened to join her 
forces to tne defeated nation, and thus Na- 
poleon III. was forced to sign the treaty 
of Villafranca, This political move 
of Prussia secured great advantages to that 
ecuntry. Austria had been weak- 
ened, her prestige. in Germany was larzely 
decreased, and by this timely interference 
Prussia placed herself in the positionof a 
peacemaker. This skillful policy had also the 
effect of giving satisfaction to patriotic spirits 
and of causing them to turn their eyes tqward 
the Prince Regent, who at once became popu- 
lar, not only tn Prussia, but throughout Ger- 
many. Such was the situation of things when, 
toward the end of 1860, Frederick William IV. 
departed this life and the Regency came to an 
end. 

But there soon arose a serious conflict be- 
tween the new King and the Prussian Parlia- 
ment. Wilhelm looked on the army as his 

ersonal property, and would not admit that 
Pariiament had any right to even debate the 
appropriations asked for to keep it up. The 
difference of opinion between the King and 
his Ministers on this subject led him, in Sep- 
tember, 1862, to dismiss them and to intrust 
his Government to Count von Bsmarck. The 
new President of the Council had aiso formerly 
belonged to the Feudal or Conservative party; 
while at Frankfort he had  tileurned 
to dislike Austria, and while at Paris he 
had seen throughthe aims and ambitions of 
Louis Napoleon. He resolved to turn those 
ambitions tothe advantage of his sovereign, 
and commenced his plans by getting the at- 
tention of bis own people drawn away from 
domestic politics by centering them on for- 
eign affairs. The conflict, however, lasted 
four years and was exceedingly violent, and 
the trouble with Denmark about Schieswig- 
Holstein arose in the very nick of time to give 
the King and his Minister the excuse they 
needed for governing witbouta Parliamant. 
The King, however, did not go into the field 
during that campaign, although after the 
capture of Duppel he went out to headquar- 
ters, reviewed the jtroops at Sunderutt, and 
finally re-entered Berlin at their head. at 
this time the Polish insurrection had brought 
Russia into a dispute with France and Eu- 
gland, botn of whom were backed up by Aus- 
tria;but Bismarck, by a master stroke of dipilo- 
macy, entered into a defensive and offens ve 
alliance with the Czar, and it was this point 
of departure which afterwards enabled Prussia 
to successfully crush Austria and France and 
to unite Germany uncer one sovereign scepter 
without any interference on the part of 
Russia.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March %7.—Having 
marshalled their forces over night, the Re- 
publican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee renewed their at- 
tack on the Democratic majority 
tariff and revenue measures this morning.

Mr. Burrows then moved that the Easter- 
brook Metallic Pen Company of Camden, N.J., 
be granted ten minutes, in which to point out 
the probable effect of the bill on their 
business, which, he said, would be its absolute 
destruction. Whenthe vote was taken the 
same result followed, the Democrats refusing 
to agree to any hearings. 

Mr. Breckenridge of Kentucky next offered 
a general resolution that all industries af- 
lected by the pending bill have liberty to file 
written or printed communications before the 
committee, but that no oral hearings be 
granted. 

Mr. Kelly moved to amend 60 as to require 
the communications already on file, or here- 
after received, to be read by the clerk to the 
committee. The proposed amendment was 
rejected. 

r. McKinley then requested the committee 
to hear workingmen and members of Congress 
or industries in which they are interested and 
which were touched upon by the bill. Being 
put in the form of a motion, this was also 
voted down, and the Breckenridge resolution, 
allowing communications to be filed, but re- 
fusing oral hearings, was adopted by a party 
vote after the Republican members had ex- 
pressed their minds vigorously in opposition 
to it. The committee then adjourned subject 
to the call of the chairman. 

Aconference of the Democratic members 
was held after the adjournment, at which it was 
resolved to proceed with the consideration of 
the tarriff revenue bill in committee, when 
certain information—mainly tables showing 
the — and prospective tariff receipts— 
shall be received from the printer. It is un- 
derstood that this will be ready in a day or 
two and a meeting ot the committee will prob- 
ably be called for Friday or Saturday. 


Huntisgton's Bill, 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 7.—The House 
Committee on Pacific Railroads this morning 
received from OC. P. Huntington, Vice-President 
ofthe Central Pacific Reilroad,a bill forthe 


refunding of that road’s indebtedness to the 
Government. It provides that the Court of 
Claims shall make the computa- 
tions for finding the present worth 
of the debt, instead of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, asin the Outhwaite 
bill, and that this Court shall also determine 
and deduct the equities. The debt 
shall be divided into 250 equal 
installments, payable semi-annually, with se- 
curity in the shape of 12-year bonds at 2 per 
cent and mertgage. The company may re- 
deem at any time its bonds by discount- 
ing them at 2 per cent. There 
is an authorization for refunding the 
first mortgage debt by the company, and the 
lastclause also provides for an alternative 
authorization for the Government to refund 
the said debt by issuing 2 per cent fifty-year 
bonds, redeemable by the Centrai Pacific.

GEN. GORDON’S LETTERS. 

It Gladstone could have seen,a few years 
ago, the letters of Gen. Gordon to his sister, 
published in the London papers to-day, prob- 
ably he would never have sent him on the 
mission which ended so disastrously in the 
Boudan. Not one Englishman in a thousand 
will hear a word against Gordon, their great 

pular hero, but many will find it difficult to 
eve, after perusing these documents, that 
he was altogether in his right mind. In a let- 
ter dated Gravesend, 1886, he says: Back- 
biting andenvy were my delight and even 
now often lead me astray.’’ At other times 
he expresses strange contradictory opinions 
on the subject of fatalism, which appears to 
have been with him as with the 
Mussulman, the one guiding rule. The fol- 
lowing 33882 others, in a letter 
dated 1883, sa curious glimpse of the 
state of his mind: 

There is some coincidence between dust 
and water, I believe, butI am not sure that if 
the water part of our bodies could be removed 


we would fall to dust, and it strikes me our 
natural birth was the antithesis to baptism. 


Gordon was undoubtedly a manof great 
personal bravery, but entirely mistook the 
object of his mission tothe Soudan, which was 
intended to effect the peaceful evacuation of 
Khartoum. Forthisthere was ample time. 

THE QUEEN TO Miss GORDON. 

Two letters of sympathy from the Queen to 
Miss Gordon accompany these letters. A 
passage inone of them attracts even more 
comment than Gordon’s own utterances. The 
Queen, after lamenting that Gordon was not 
rescued, says That the promises of support 
were not fulfilled, which Iso frequently and 
constantly pressed on those whe asked him to 
go, is to me a grief inexpressabie.’’ The 
phrase Those who asked him to go’’ refers 
to Gladstone. The Queen thus identifies her- 
gelt personally with the attack of which 
the Tories made such effective use in 
the election in 185. Gladstone always 
maintained that he was guided by the 
opinion of experts, including Lord Wolseley, 
who declared an earlier expedition iImpossi- 
bie, owing te the heat and the state of the 
Nile. Moreover, Gordon's last letter requested 
that no assistance be sent. As the Queen was 
bound, by virtue of her position, to keep clear 
of party politics, this publicly printed opin-

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SHOT IN THE BACK. 


COWARDLY ATTEMPT TO MURDER AN OWL 
CAR DRIVER THIS MORNING. 


The Victim, Thomas Edwards, Lying in a 
Critical Condition at Alexian Hospital 
— The Story of the shooting — The 
Would-Be Murderer Escapes Arrest 
A Tale Which Fercibly Illustrates the 
Divers Perils of Owl Car Driving. 


Thos. kawards, aconductor on the Broad- 
way line, fella victim at an early hour this 
morning to the ‘‘toughness’’ that prevails on 
the owl cars of this route, being shot through 
the right Jung by a would-be assassin for whom 
atthe hour of writing the police were still 
vainly searching. The patrons of the Broad- 
way owl cars are, for the most part, made up 
of bard citizens. The line runs from Grand 
avenne in Nortn St. Louis to Chero- 
kee street in South St. Louis, a 
distance of about seven and one-half miles, 
and manages to catch its quota of hoodlums 
from the unsavory Cistricts traversed at inter- 
vals, so that conductors and drivers have 
come to look upon a trip between midnight 
and working hours as anything but a pleasant 
duty. Besides the usual melody evoked 
from banjos and like string instruments 
inthe hands of convivial passengers, loud 
oaths and boisterous conduct are not infre- 
quent, and the man who would serve the 


car company faithfully must be of 
the kind that will not be brow- 
beaten. Did the managers of this 
line, aswell as others that might be men- 
tioned, consult the safety of their eet ppm deny 
and passengers, two wen, instead of one, 
would be placed on the owls, and had this 
been the case the trouble last night would 
either have been averted or the coward who 
fired the shot run down and arrested. 
EDWARDS 

is decidedly out ot luck. He is a conductor, 
and not an owl-car driver, but for the past five 
nights has taken the place of a sick em- 
ploye. This morning about 12:80 he left the 
northern terminus of the line with a fair load 
of passengers and proceeded on the run with- 
out any unusual interruption. He has a 
friend in the person of a young man who 
tends bar for a Locust street saloon-keeper, 
and who is in the habit of riding onthe 
front platform and holding the reins for the 
driver while the latter is engaged in extract- 
from the sleepy and some- 
times pugnacious passengers. one 
of the customary stops made 
by the car this morning this young fellow was 
approached by a passenger within who 
seemed somewhat the worse for liquor, and, 
Who, after complaining about the delay, 
lapsed into a comatose condition at the rear 
of the car. Littlé attention was paid to him, 
and when the car had passed the stabies, afew 
blocks north of Cherokee street,alil the passen- 
gers had left but the remonstrating individual, 
who was stillsound asleep. At Keokuk street 
is the southern terminus of the line, and when 
the car stopped here Edwards approached the 
sleeper and aroused him. ‘‘Why in — did 
you let me come this far?’’ was the an- 
_swer he got for his pains. I wanted 
to get off at Carroll street.’’ Edwards had not 
been notified of this and he demanded the fare 
for the return trip, which was re- 
luctantly given by the unknown, 
accompanied by vigorous objections 
voiced in a string of oaths. Then 
the latter sat down again, but when the car 
had reached Marine avenue his anger broke 
forth once more, and opening the door he 
said: 1 want that fare back. You’ve no 
business collecting fares on the extension, but 
I’ll pay you when we pass thestables. 

Edwards told bim the best thing he could do 
was to go in and keep quiet, whereupon the 
passenger complied with the first part of the 
advice, but again cursed the conductor 
and swore that he would be 
revenged. Presently the car reached Cher- 
okee street, where the tracks Civerge, and 
here the pugnacious passenger jumped off the 
rear platform. The he sneaked around the 
car, nor did the driver become aware of his 
presence till be heard the crack of a revolver 
and realized that he had been

The dastardly attack came without warning, 
but the wounded man rallied sufficiently to 
apply the brakes and sound a blast on bis 
Whistle; whereupon the assassin took to his 
heels, running west on Cherokee street. 

Edwards began to feel very faint, but he 
managed to staggerto a neighboring saloon, 
while an officer, who had arrived on the scene 
too late for pursuit, attempted to follow the 
murderer. physician was sum- 
moned, who found that the wounded 
man was badly hurt. The revolver used was 
probably of 82-caliber, and the bullet, after 
entering in the right side at the back, between 
the sixth and seventh ribs, had penetrated 
the lung. Edwards began to spit biood 
and was immediately placed on a car and 
taken to the southern end of the line long be- 
fore the patrol wagon could putin an appear- 
ance. The Alexian Brothers’ Hospital is but 
a short distance from the corner of Broadway 
and Cherokee street, and to’ one of its wards 
the injured man was removed. There he was 
seen this morning by a PoOSsT-DISPATOH re- 
porter to whom he narrated the

as given above. ‘‘I might have shot the fel- 
low easy enough after he had wounded me,’’ 
he concluded, but I had no revolver. I 
would know him if I saw him again, and I cer- 
tainly hope the coward will be caught. 

Tue police of the Second District instituted 
a vigorous search for Edwards’ assailant this 
morning. They learned from the conductor 
that the man wanted was about 45 years of 
age, weighed about 200 pounds, was 
5 feet 10 inches in height; that his 
beard was long and gray, sprinkled with 
black, and that he wore a long black over- 
coat and a black stiff hat. He had 
spoken of wantin to alight at Car- 
roll street and Broadway, and search was 
made throughout this neighborhood for a man 
answering the description given. Joseph 
Miller, a barber, was arrested on suspicion, 
but when brought to the hospital Edwards 
could not identify him and the man was re- 
leased. 

The shot was fired about 2 o’clock and when 
Edwards was seen by the reporter he was still 
in a dazed condition and could not see dis- 
tinctly, though he expressed himself clearly 
enough. His wife was with him, having come 
to her husband’s bedside from their home at 
907 Destrehan street, as soon as she learned of 
the shooting. They have been married but a 
few months, Edwards speaks confidently of 
his recovery, but the wound Isa very danger- 
22 and the doctors dare not probe for the

FINDS FAULT WITH THE POLICE. 

A sequel tothe industry of the police in their 
attempttorun down the assassin was fur- 
nished by George Miller, the barber arrested 
on suspicion. He is employed at

This doctor, it seems, was on the car 
before the shouting took place and claimed to 
remem the man who made tke 
assault. When the officers asked him if I 
was the assassin, he said, ‘Yes, that’s the 
man.’ ‘Are you sure of that?’ I asked sharply. 
‘Well,’ he replied, ‘you look very much like 
him.’ Then they released me at last. Now, 
this seems to me all wrong, and I think 
respectable citizens sheuld receive better 
treatment at the hands of the police. 

Miller wore a black slouch hat, and according 
te Edwards, the man who did the shooting 
was essed of similar head-gear, though in 
the description furnished by the police the hat 
is spoken of asa stiff one. Further criticism

THE FISHERIES TREATY. 


MINISTER WEST ON THE PROSPECTS OF 118 
RATIFICATION BY THE SENATE. 


Consideration of the Treaty in Open Session 
Regarded as Favorable—The Extradition 
Treaty—Senator Riddleberger’s Opposi- 
tion—The Recent English Elections. 


By Telegraph to the Pogt-DIsPaTcu. 
New Yorn, March 7.—Sir Lionel-Sackville 
West, the British Minister at Washington, was

said his trip to Massa- 
chusetts had no refer- 
ence to the fisheries 
treaty. ‘‘The work of

The treaty has 
been submitted, and it only remains for the 
reBpective Governments to ratify t. I have 
no doubt it will meet with the approval of the 
Canadian Parliament and our Home Govern- 
ment in England. What the American Senate 
will dois a little nncertain, The fact that it 
requires a two-third vote in your Senate 
to ratify a treaty makes it more dif- 
ficult to predict what will be done. A small 
minority has the power to defeat any action, 
which, in the end, may amount toa rejection 
of the treaty. My impression is, however, 
that the Senate will postpone the ~considera- 
tion of the fisheries treaty until next Decem- 
ber or to a date after the election in the fall. 
But the Senate has not yet decided whether 
they will discuss the treaty openly. Until that 
point is decided we can form no idea what ac- 
tion they will be likely to take on the treaty 
itself. 

Would you regard a decision to consider 
the treaty with open doors a favorable one to 


its confirmation?’’ 

**I don’t know as it would make much dif- 
ference, but perhaps the friends of the treaty 
would prefer to have it considered in open 
session. I am in hopes that the Senate will 
ratify this treaty, but as I said, I think the 
matter will go over until December before a 
vote is taken on it. 

Have you received any intimation to that 
effect?’’

4 A SUDDEN DEATH. 


Presley N. Jones Expires in His Boom at an 
Early Hour This Morning. 

Presley N. Jones, a well-known criminal 
lawyer, died very suddenly about 3 o'clock 
this morning at his room on the southeast 
corner of Fifteenth street and Lucas place. 
He had just come home twenty mihutes pre- 
vious. Hehad been drinking rather freely 
during the night, and was under the influence 
of liquor when he returned home. 
Jones was a well-known attorney 


at the criminal bar." He was 
a genial fellow and generous to a fault. In 
conjunction with L. P. Seward, he conducted 
the longest, bitterest and most celebrated 
ight that has ever been made in Missouri in a 
criminal case. It was the case of Charles F. 
Kring, the murderer whom they defended. 
The ease remained In court six years, and 
after several trials and appeals t 4 finally 
saved his neck, the United States Supreme 
Court deciaring that Kring could not 
be tried for any higher offense 
than murder in the second degree. 
Immediately after hig release on bail their 
celebrated client died. He had lived in jail so 
long that it had wrecked hia constitution com- 

letely and a few breaths of pure outside air 

illed him. He had triumphed in his long 
fight against the gallows only to meet death in 
a less Violent form. 

Mr. Jones took to drink some years ago and 
for awhile drank very hard. A few years ago, 
however, he quit it completely and became a 
Prohibitionist,- being the candidate of that 
arty for Judge the

his wife died. He loved her dearly and her 
death wae a terrible blow to him. It unnerved 
him completely and soon drove him to drink 
again in epee of drowning his sorrow. Mr. 
Jones wus 37 years of age and a native of Pitts- 
burg. He wasa very able attorney and his 
death will be sincerely regretted by all who 
knew him. A meeting of the Bar Association

WHERE IS HE? 


The Sudden and Mysterious Disappearance 
of Rev. J. 8. Walker. 


CINCINNATI, March 7.—Friday afternoon, 
January 27, Rev. J. 8. Walker, pastor of the 
M. E. Church South of Augusta, Ky., took 
passage on the steamer Big Sandy for this 
city, en route for Cynthiana, Ky., to assist his 
brother, W. P. Walker, in a protractéd meet- 
Ing at that place. From that day to this no 
tidings have been received of him, and it is 


known that he did not reach his destination. 
February came and passed away, and his 
church was without a pastor. Quarterly 
meeting came two weeks since and no pastor. 
The presiding elder, Rev. Southgate, came as 
was his wont and was surprised to hear 
of his mysterious disappearance, whereupon 
several of the leading spirits of his congrega- 
tion instituted themselves into an investi- 
gating committee to ascertain, if possible, his 
whereabouts, as yet no trace ot the missing 
man has beenfound. Letters were written to 
his brother, W. P. Walker of Cynthiana, and 
also to another brother who resides in Fleming 
County, Ky., but neither of the above named 
gentlemen knows of his whereabouts. The 
members of the church are at a loss to under 
stand the matter. Some insist that he was 
drowned from the boat, others that he has 
been foully dealt with, while still others hint 
at things that so readily come to the fertile 
brain and lips of confirmed gossips. 

It is now an established fact that Mr. Walker 
is missing and his whereabouts still remain a 
mystery to his friends and relatives. The last 
seen or heard of Mr. Walker was on tne Big 
Sandy, just before reaching this city.

Sale of the Havemeyer Art and Bric-a-Brac 
Collection.

NEW YORK, March 7.—The auction sale of a 
collection of paintings, Oriental and European 
ceramics, old silver, bric-a-brac and old fur- 
niture, belonging to the estate of the late 
Henry Havemeyer, was begun yesterday after- 
noon at the American Art Galleries and con- 
tinued during the evening. At the afternoon 
sale 258 lots, including some fine specimens of 
Japanese and Chinese porcelains and bronzes 
and rare European céramics and glassware, 
were disposed of at fairly good prices. 
A large Minton jar decorated with 
finely-painted Japanese figures, brought 
$705. wo large Chinese vases, clolsonne on 
bronze, were sold for #400 and $380 respectively, 
and $46 was paid for a heavy epergne of Vene- 
tian cut glass with bronze mountians. In the 
evening a number of paintings and water col- 
or drawings found purchasers at low prices, 
many of the pictures being copies. A water- 
color by J. G. Vibert, ‘‘The Notary,’’ was 
bought for $80, and a sepia drawing by Ed- 
ouard Detaille, ‘‘Chasseur Prussien,’’ for 
$57.50. One hundred and thirty-two lots of 
books were also sold. The proceeds of the 
day’ssale amounted to between 4, 000 and 
$6 ,000.

PROPOSED TO REPLACE THE PRESENT MU- 
NICIPAL FIRE-TRAP. 


A Meeting of the Commission to Make the 
Necessary Recommendatiens—Bills Dis- 
posed of in the Municipal Assembly—The 
Cable Road Legislation—How the Dele- 
gates Propose to Secure the Passage of a 
Contractors’ Bll—Municipal Notes. 


The Clerk of the House of Delegates to-day 
certified to Mayor Francis a copy of the res- 
olution appointing the Mayor, Comptroller 
and Oity Counselor to a commission for the 
selection of a site foranew Oity Hall. This 
important subject was upfor consideration 
several months ago, but it was decided to 
postpone the matter until the fate of the 
charter amendments submitted to the people 
on the 28th ult. was learned. Now that the 
taxamendment has been adopted increasing 
the annual revenue about a quarter of a million 
dollars, the building of a new City Hall willbe 
undertaken. There is no question as to the 
necessity ofanew hall. The present struct- 
ure at Eleventh and Chestnut streets is unsafe. 
In case of fire in the building the city would 
suffer an irreparable loss. All the maps, plats 
and records are stored there and would un- 
questionably be lost if a fre obtained any 
headway in the wooden structure. Before the 
erection of the present building, which 
was only planned for temporary use, the 
municipal officers were located in the 
Court-house, where the Mayor, Comptroller 
and Auditor shared the same room. When 
Mr. Bogy was Acting Mayor he had introduced 
in the Council a bill appropriating money fora 
temporary City Hall on the east halfof the 
block bounded by Eleventh, Twelfth, Market 
and Chestnut streets. The plans were for a 
two-story brick building to cost $106,000. When 
the second story of the new City Hall was 


completed it was such an architectural mon- 
strosity that it was decided to carry the 
building up another story, although there 


was at the time no prospective use for the 


As the appropriation was 
necessary to trim from 
the estimated cost of finishing 
whole structure tho money neces- 
sary to carry up the additional story. 
Built under these conditions the hall 
could not be a very secure structure. 
it now requires over 55,000 per an- 
num forrepairs, The city owns, a portion of 
the west half of the block and it is proposed to 
efiect a trade for the east half and to purchase 
that part of the block fronting 
Twelfth street. In this way 
present structure can be occupied until 
more secure quarters are 1 
It is estimated that a new City Hall will cost 
a little over $1,000,000. The question of chang- 
ing the location to ground not owned by 
the city ls absurd, as to obtain a suitable site 
onnewand centrally located ground would 
cost nearly as much as the proposed building. 
The commission will probably meet in a 
few days.

The bill introduced by Delegate Stone, pro- 
viding for the consumption of smoke, was re- 
ported from the committee and laid over for 
one week, Ed Butier’s bill, giving a franchise 
to the St. Louis Gas Economizer Company to 
manufacture and sell gas, was passed without 
an amendment of any kind. Chairman Stone 
reported the cable double-track bill without 
referring to the reduced rate amendment 
which was proposed. Delegate Alt, who was 
not on the committee and had no opportunity 
to be persuaded as to the benefits to 
be gained by not reducing the fare 
moved that the bill be so amended 
as not to permit a higher fare than 
5 cents between all points in the city lfmits. 
This was adopted by a vote of 14 to ll, not- 
withstanding Delegate Stone’s authoritative 
announcement that the company would not 
accept the bill with this amendment. It was 
laid over until Friday morning for further 
consideration. The sprinkling bill was re- 
ceived and given its first reading. A special 
meeting will be heid Thursday afternoon, 
when tne bill will be given its second reading 
and prepare d for passage at the regular meet- 
ing on Friday evening. The House adjourned 
without transacting any further business.
